Group IV, claim(s) 31-32, drawn to a cosmetic composition. 

1. The inventions listed as Groups I-IV do not relate to a 
single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, 
under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: The claims of 
Groups I-IV share the aqueous dispersion as the special 
technical feature, which is considered to lack novelty or an 
inventive step in view of US 4,380,600 which teaches an aqueous 
dispersion comprising the recited components (a) - (e) . Thus, said 
special feature does not make a contribution over the prior art.
